WASHINGTON, April 12. -- Mil- 
lions of dollars are being spent 
annually by the “power trust” in 
a false propaganda “to poison the 
minds o¥ the people” and: grab 
Boulder dam for a gigantic power 
monopoly, Senator George W. Nore 
ris of Nebraska, charged tonight 
in a stern warning of advocates 
of tke Swing-Johnson bill in the 
pathway of the measure. ; 

Norris made a stirring plea to 
take the water power question out 
of politics and for the development 
of’ this great natural resource by 
the government in order to give 
the consuming public cheap power. 


The occasion was a testimonial 
‘dinner in honor of the liberal lead- 
ers, who stood shoulder to shoul- 
der with Senator Hiram Johnson 
of California in the recent fight in 
the senate when the Boulder dam 
project wags scuttled by an open 
filibuster. It was held under the 
auspices of the Popular Governh- 
ment league at the City club, 
with former Senator Owen of Ok- 
lahoma, presiding. Among the 350 
guests were Gifford Pinchot, Sena- 
tor Copeland of New York, mem 
bers of congress, and labor and 
civic leaders. : 

To emphasize the bitter fight, 
being waged by the “power trust” 
to defeat the Boulder dam project, 
Norris gave some ‘of the inside his- 
tory, of the senate filibuster. 

He “estimated that the power in- 


l¢erests spent more than $200,000 
ldirectly in that fight. He said that 


senators were deluged with tele- 
‘grams from the power interests, 
some. coming from states 2000 
miles away from the site of the 
Boulder dam. “ 

“An illustration of the power 
this monopoly. wields in congress 
may be seen in the fact that one 
senator from the middle west, who, 
by the way is no longer in the 
senate, who had assured Senator 
\Johnson that he would support 
clottire for the measure, suddenly 
1 switched at the last moment when 
he received. a long-distance tele- 
phone call from power interests in 
his state,” declared Norris.
